Letter from William Bassett. 


Lynn, 12 Month 3st, 1840. 

My Dear Frienp, | 
J. C. HatHaway,—Thy letter of 21st 
inst., inviting me to be present at the Con-| 
vention to be held at Le Roy on the 6th and| 
7th, of next month, has just come to hand. | 
It would give me great pleasure to be with 
you on that interesting occasion—once to| 
mingle with my friends of Western New-'| 
York, whom I have long regard as among! 
the formostia the vanguard of freedom’s| 
host. My engagements, however, are such, | 
that I must forego the gratification which it 
would afford me. 
Questions of vital importance, as affect- 
ing the integrity and prosperity of our cause | 
will no doubt receive your attention. Pru-} 
dence, wisdom, energy, and an unfaltering | 
adherence to principle, were never more| 
needed than at the present time. It has| 
been frequently remarked that the Anti- 
Slavery cause is full of crises. True it is, 
that, at various successive periods in the| 
progress of our enterprise, extraordinary dif- 
ficulties, have presented themselves, requir- 
ing all our skill and vigilance to preserve it 
from shipwreck. Among the Jeast of these! 
dangers is opposition from without—undis- 
guised pro-slavery—manifesting itself in 
mobs of “property and standing” &c. &c.— 
More subtle in its appearance, but, never- 
theless, so poorly disguised as to have but 
little power of deception, was the project 
which was started in our vicinity a few 
years since, having for its ostensible object 
the welfare of the colored race, known as the 
“American Union,” A faithful exposure of 
its true character soon sealed its fate, and} 
rendered it harmless. Next came the far- 
famed abortion, the “clerical appeal” con-| 
spiracy, whose deeds of darkness, on being 
brought to light, placed upon it, at once,the |

This is the point of danger 
which should now be most sedulously guard- 
ed. Only change the character of our cause, 
and instead of its moral aspect, allow it to 
assume that of an arena for political aspi- 
rants, and asa moral and religious enter- 
prise it becomes extinct—and with its sub- 


our policy be as it hitherto has been—to 
reform all parties—to exterminate none. 

The effect of the recent political contest, 
as far as my observation extends, has been 
to render us contemptibie in the estimation 
of the great opposing parties—to degrade

our noble enterprise into a mere strife for 
numbers,iustead of a dignified, disinterested | 


moral movement, whose only object is to 
** Pour upon the nation’s naked heart, 
The living coals of truth.” 
In a political party, numbers is the grand 
desideratum, and strong is the temptation to 
lower the standard of moral principle to se- 


cure it. Let us rely upon the omnipotence 


of truth, whether it be wielded by many or! 


few. 

But, I need not enter intoany arguments 
to convince onr western friends of the mis- 
chievous and ruinous tendency of this 
scheme. They are familiar to your minds. 
You have witnessed the effect of the politi- 
cal movement in which so many of our 


brethren have been engaged, and need no 


incentive to firm, persevering, and united 


efforts to rescue our cause from 
which threatens it, and to hold up pure and 


unsullied, the standard of primitive, unadul- 
terated abolitionism. 

The duty of individual abolitionists to- 
wards the religious organizations with 
which they are connected, has not received 
its due share of attention, and I hope it will 
be duly considered by your convention. | 
believe that the time has fully come when 
every one who is united to a “ Church” 
which fellowships slaveholders, or neglects 


to bear an open testimony against Slavery, | 


or endeavors.to restrain the free action of its 
;members in pleading for the suffering and 
the dumb, should openly and unequivocally 
testify against such church as flalse to its 
professions, and as having no just claim to 
the character of a church of Christ. I see 


not with what consistency we can exhort} 


our brethren to stand aloof from the pro- 
slavery political parties of the day, whilst 
we ourselves are giving our individual influ- 
ence to sustain a pro-slavery church.

The average pricé of slaves, eXpotted from 
the State, is probably not less than $300 each 
Taking this as a fair estimate, it will be seen, 


by computation, that the whole number export- 
ed in the last ten years, say 140,000, wiil 
amount to forty-tve millions of dollars, an amount 
probably greater than is realized from the ex:
